UT of the times and the _ seasons, 

brethren, ye have no need that I 
write unto you. For yourselves know per- 
fectly that the day of the Lord so com- 
eth as a thief in the night. For when they 
shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them, as travail 
upon a woman with child; and they shall 
not escape.—1 Thess. 5:1-3. 

The facts of the impending doom of the 
nations of the world seem to be plainly 
written. As we see the confused masses 
in every land as they are clamoring for 
the reestablishment of industry and for 
the support of the homeless and helpless, 
we. are persuaded to believe that final and 
permanent relief can only come thru the 
revelation of God’s Son. The progress of 
science plainly shows that the increase 
of invention of both machinery and 
methods of destruction of the human 
family is filling the minds of the best 
scientists and committees of every land. 

Thirty years ago flying by heavier- 
than-air machines was regarded as an 
impossibility. Twenty years ago it was 
an accomplished fact. During the World 
War German airplanes dropped on Eng- 
land explosives at the rate of ten tons a 
month. Today it would be perfectly easy 
for French airplanes to drop on England 
explosives at the rate of two hundred 
tons a day. These inventions were re- 
garded as a phantom of feverish brains. 
Today it is regarded as a precise state 
ment of a very real cause. Tomorrow it 
may be proclaimed as the working pro- 
gram of a mass movement. Most appre- 
hensive of all are the men of science 
themselves who are in position to know 
best. 

Col. J. F. C. Fuller says, “ * * * that 
the armies which entered the late war 
were antiquated human machines, that 
military brains were ossified. Warfare, 
he says, must be, will be brought up to 
the standard of technique. Henceforth the 
general staff must not wait for unstimu- 
lated civilization to invent new machines 
and methods of attack and defence. They 
must mobilize high technicians and in- 
ventors in the pause between wars as 
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well as in war, to blend all of their en- 
ergy toward ways of killing * * *.” 

In the laboratories of Europe, just as 
the far-seeing prophesied, men are study- 
ing new ways to destroy life. British 
armies say, in discussing warfare from 
the retail point of view, they speak of 
killing men by fifties and hundreds and 
thousands, but when you speak of gas 
* * * you must remember that you are 
discussing a weapon which must be con- 
sidered from the wholesale point of view. 
If you use it you may kill hundreds of 
thousands of men or at any rate disable 
them. No gas mask has been found that 
is sufficient to keep out the poisonous 
fumes of the improved, washed, invisible 
gas of our modern day. It is perfected to 
such an extent it can not be noticed an- 
til the deadliest of its work is felt. It can 
not be kept out of underground refuges, 
it being heavier than air. An improve- 
ment in poisonous gas did not cease with 
the Armistice. For years some of the pest 
chemists in the world have been work- 
ing on chemical warfare. What they have 
discovered the public can not know. It Is 
the deepest secret in the world. 

An immense trust has been formed 
which has invested $70,000,000 in poison- 
ous gas. It is the biggest chemical con- 
cern in the world. Poisonous gas is such 
now that wherever it settles on the skin 
it produces poison which causes certain, 
slow death. It also kills vegetation and 
every living thing with which it comes in 
contact. Only a small portion is neces- 
sary to do the deadly work. Air bombs 
to be dropped need only a thin case in 
which to pack the chemical and enough 
can be carried to annihilate whole 
cities in almost unbelievable short time. 
Airplanes have become to be super-guns 
and can be controlled accurately by wire- 
less and the aims are sure. There is no 
known defence. The whole world is the 
field and the entire human race the tar- 
get. The airplanes are so constructed as 
to carry their whole lifting capacity of 
tons. Great fleets of these planes which 
go where they are steered can be guided 
by one person. Annihilation is the aim 


of the next war just ahead of us.

Suddenly a rain drop on 
the cheek, a rush of wind, a darkened 
sky, people running and sheltering under 
awnings, cars skidding and suddenly 
down quickly comes the awful gust of 
rain, the swiftly bombing target filling 
the whole place. The trees bend and 
sway. The very elements are filled with 
depression. The flowers and shrubbery 
are lashed and terror reigns on every 
hand. God has a purpose in every storm 
and we are persuaded to believe that this 
storm. of depression and confusion that 
is filling this whole earth is the forebod- 
ing of a great smash that will come to 
an end some day. “No chastisement for 
the present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it yield- 
eth the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised thereby.”

With the 
appalling number killed even while brew- 
eries and distillers are making soft 
drinks and various kinds of foods, what 
will happen when these booze factories 
are turning out floods of liquor? The 
prospects are not encouraging. We cer- 
tainly feel that our government has tak- 
en a step backward in putting back into 
our country the legal sale of intoxicating 
beers and wines. But this is only an In- 
dex finger pointing to the falling awiy 
and the increasing of evil. The lovers of 
truth need only to get closer to God and 
be ready for the coming of our Lord. 

AIRPLANES—GREATEST FEAR 
PRODUCERS 

Fear that now grips Europe, America 
can have been having a faint realization 
of how it has taken hold upon the peo- 
ple over there. It is all because of the 
extensive preparation made by the pow- 
erful European nations for offensive war 
operations. To an extent inconceivable in 
the last war, a bombing attack may be 
made upon any town that can be reached 
from an air drum and nothing can save 
it.

When planes are dropping 
bombs from altitudes 20,000 feet and 
higher all means of defence are futile. 
This means that you have got to kill wo- 
men and children quicker than the en- 
emy if you want to save yourselves.

There is no way of effecting disarma- 
ment, says the chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Imperial Defence, except the abol- 
ishing of flying, and that is impossible. 
It might be a good thing for this world 
if men had never learned to fly, said one 
of the great statesmen in Europe in a 
speech to the House of Commons. The 
Bible says that when they say peace and 
safety sudden destruction shall come up- 
on them as a woman with child and they 
shall not escape. 
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Germany’s lately inaugurated leader 
has announced that all Jews must go. 
The new chancelor’s policy includes state 
control of all economic and business ac- 
tivities. Hitler has come out for one hun- 
dred per cent over German nationalis 
tic doctrine including Jewish programs 
which have become violent at times. It 
means that within a short time Jews will 
be expelled from Germany..Ii means that 
all Jews undoubtedly will turn their faces 
toward the promised land, the only open 
door is Palestine. Isa. 43:5, 6, “Fear not: 
for I am with thee: I will bring thy seed 
from the east, and gather thee from the 
west; I will say to the north, Give up; 
and to the south, Keep not back; bring 
my sons from afar, and my daughters 
from the ends of the earth.”

be hardened through the deceitfulness of 
sin. For we are made partakers of Christ, 
if we hold the beginning of our confi- 
dence steadfast unto the end; while it 
is said, Today if ye will hear his voice, 
harden not your hearts, as in the provo- 
cation.” Heb. 3:13-15. 

Referring to verse 7 we find the Holy 
Ghost saith, “Today if ye will hear his 
voice.” I wish to say here that one day 
I heard His voice call to me, and it has 
never ceased to call to me, for which I 
praise His name. 

Safety thru steadfastness is our thought, 
and today is the time to be ‘rooted and 
grounded” in the faith, steadfast and un- 
movable, because we find in 1 Peter

There is a rule on the rail- 
road that says, “In case of doubt take 
the safe side.” Well, if we are on Heav- 
en’s railroad let’s abide by the rule book 
(the Bible) of our Lord then we will be 
on the safe side, and we will arrive at 
Glory station on time without any head- 
on collisions.

Then you begin to think about 
that poor minister who has been looking 
so sad and trying to preach to you the 
Word of God with all his energy which 
is about to exhaust on account of insuf- 
ficient food and care. He has admonished 
you as a brother, came to visit you when 
you were sick, praying, laboring, doing 
all he could to stay on the job one full 
year, but you have robbed God. How? In 
tithes and offerings. Remember that an- 
swer “I will.” Let us determine in our 
hearts now, not after a while, and do 
what is our duty to God and His Church. 
Let’s read the teachings and compare 
them with the New Testament and see if 
they aren’t all right. 


Let’s be as the Word said, Steadfast, 
unmovable, rooted and grounded in the 
truth, built on this sure foundation, and 
be one in the body without spot or wrin- 
kle when Jesus comes. Let’s walk in the 
light as children of the light, steadfast, 
meaning firmly fixed or established. Let 
us trust God for all and in all. Praise 
His name! Amen.

FTER reading God’s Word and 

watching how things are going in 
these last days I have felt impressed to 
write on this subject. It seems to stay on 
my mind. 

St. Luke 10:42 says, “But one thing 
is needful.” 2 Cor. 6:17, “Wherefore come 
out from among them and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord.” With these two scrip- 
tures in mind we see that God is calling 
His people out from among this world. 
Come out of sin and this world, be out 
of joint, or separated from everything 
that is not like God, anything that would 
hinder our spiritual progress, for we 
know that a religion that can’t keep us 
separated from this world wouldn’t be 
any good to us. We see people who claim 
salvation and go right on as before with 
out any change in life. Their profession 
is no good and it also hinders other peo- 
ple many times, but the kind that counts 
is salvation that will bring about a 
change or a separation that our friends 
and other people can see. 

In reading the Old Testament we find 
that God always blessed His people as 
long as they were a separated people, 
separated from the gods of this world. 
In Exod. 11 we notice how God cared for 
His people when they were in Egyptian 
bondage, and proved to the Egyptians 
that He was their God and they were His 
people, a separated people from the Egyp- 
tians (world). Remember God had seen 
their afflictions and heard their cries 
and He remembered His promise. At this 
time He was going to deliver His people. 
He was going to pass thru Egypt and 
destroy the firstborn. He told Moses 
what to do to save His people, how to 
prepare the lamb and where to put the 
blood. The difference between God’s peo- 
ple (Israel) and the Egyptians was tne 
Israelites were a separated people. Verse 
7 says that not a dog shall move his 
tongue against the children of Israel, 
that ye may know how that the Lord 
doth put a difference between Israel and 
the Egyptians. Exod. 12:12, 13. God pass- 
ed thru and smote the firstborn except 
where He found the blood in its proper 
place. When we get the blood applied 
to our hearts it will bring about a sepa- 
ration that this world will take notice >f. 

2 Tim. 2:19, “Nevertheless the founda- 
tion of God standeth sure, having this 
seal, The Lord knoweth them that are 
his. And, Let every one that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity.” 

Daniel, was so different from other 
people that he purposed in his heart not 
to defile himself with the portion of the 
king’s meat. Dan. 1:8-16. Remember his 
request to be proved ten days and how 
God took care of him and he came out 
with his countenance fairer than the 


ones that did eat the king’s meat. The 
trouble with people today is getting grit, 
grace and backbone enough to separate 
themselves from the world and take a 


stand for God. The Hebrew children, 
three boys, were willing to separate 
themselves and take a stand for God and 
right (Dan. 3). After the decree had 
gone out that they would have to fall 
down and worship the golden image or 
be cast into the fiery furnace they bold- 
ly*said they would not worship the im- 
age. Read Dan. 3:16-24. They took a 
stand for God because they were a sepa- 
rated people. I believe the time is near 
at hand when we will have to take a 
stand just as these fellows did, maybe 
give our lives for Gcd, but I believe God 
will always have a few people who will 
separate themselves from the world and 
stand for him regardless of the devil. 

1 Cor. 10:31, “Whether therefore we 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God.” Jas. 1:27, “And to 
keep himself unspotted from the world.” 

If there ever was a time when Church 
of God people needed to wake up, it is 
now. If all of our sisters would be care- 
ful and live up to this, there wou!d not 
be so many of the devil’s signboards in 
our pews, such as pride, too much fash- 
ion and primping. We can see this creep- 
ing in on every side, not only among 
the young but among the older ones as 
well. I am sure God is not pleased wiih 
it for He says, “Come out from among 
them.” How can we come out and still 
dress like the world when our bodies 
are the temples of the Holy Ghost? Some 
of them wear dresses made of material 
that is too thin, some too short, and 
some even go without stockings, and 
they still claim the victory, but Jesus 
says for us to keep unspotted from the 
world. Titus 2:11 tells us what we 
should do and how we should live. Verse 
14 speaks of a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works. I am sure if we measure our 
lives by this we will be among the sepa- 
rated few. St. Luke 9:23. We will have 
to be separate from our own will and be 
willing for God’s will to be done. 1 Peter 
15¢tells us to be holy in all manner of 
conversation. I have met people who 
claimed the blessing and it would make 
you miserable to be around them and lis- 
ten to their conversation. 

Aiso I notice that many of us Church 
of God people are careless about train- 
ing our children. Prov. 22:6. Train up 
a child in the way he should go and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it. First we are careless in our homes, 
about teaching what‘we should around 
the fireside about God, the church, Sun- 
day School and many other things. They 
should be taught at home. Some people 
will dress their children just as much 
like the world as they can and let them 
go to school, church and Sunday School 
with their dresses above their knees, 
bobbed hair, anklets on, and other world 
like things, but the parents will shout 
the victory over all that. Is that training 
them in the way they should go? I hear 
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people say, “My children don’t seem to 
care about salvation,” and maybe they 
have been brought up in almost every 
way but the right way. In my experience 
with children in Sunday School I find 
more trouble with Church of God people’s 
children than in others. Let us strive to 
get more separated from the world, lift 
the standard higher. With all the trou- 
ble we have in the land in these last 
days there is one good promise we can 
depend on, Heb. 13:5, “For he hath said, 
I will never leave thee nor forsake thee.” 
We know what God has said for us to 
do and He said, “If ye know these things, 
happy are ye if ye do them.” St. John 
13:17. Pray for me that I will always let 
God have His way in my life.

shepherd. Then saith he unto his dis- 
ciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers are few; Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.” 

As I sit here this afternoon and think 
of the great need of getting the Gospel 
to this lost world before it is too late, I 
feel moved to write a few lines to my 
brothers and sisters in Christ. Beloved, 
this is the day to prepare for the evan- 
gelization of the world. Money should not 
be spared to send the missionary cause 
if the noble workers in the foreign lands 
can sacrifice their lives. 

O, when I read how poor old Brother 
Z. R. Thomas gave out in his body and 
had to leave his service for a rest it al- 
most broke my heart. I said, “Lord God 
let me take his place.” Brother Thomas 
is an old man. I am personally acquaint- 
ed with him. He came to Baltimore, Md. 
and ran a meeting for me one time. Now 
brother, if this dear man of God can 
wave farewell to native shores and live 
in exile for the Gospel’s sake, can you 
hold your means to help in this impor- 
tant work? The harvest truly is plente- 
ous and labourers are few. 

Brother, think of the millions of lost 
souls who await the redemption that Je- 
sus alone can give.

We have 
here yet about fifteen feet of snow in 
places. It snowed here yesterday, April 
5, 1933, but we are hoping it will begin 
to warm up soon now so we can. get 
around better. Pray for us, we need your 
prayers. It is lonesome over here away 
from the children. Sometimes I break 
down and cry when I think of how my 
little children would like to see _ their 
daddy like your little boy and girl and 
then I just wipe the tears away and go 
on with the Gospel of Jesus to a lost 
world. Some of my children may never 
know me only thru the ones who have 
them telling them of me but listen, Droth- 
er and sister, pray that I will never fail 
God and lose my soul or cause some 
one else to be lost by my failing. 

Pray the Lord of the harvest that He 
will send labourers into His harvest. 
Jesus said, If ye love me keep my com- 
mandments, and His command or the 
commission was, Go ye into all the world 
and PREACH the Gospel. So come on 
brother, let’s go, or send, or pray until 
we see that this great Gospel of Jesus 
has belted the globe so we can leave this 
world to be with Jesus. Pray for me and 
the work here and elsewhere.—Yours in 
His service for the lost, G. M. Blooming- 
dale, Richmond, P.E.I., Canada.

She had 
not combed her hair for eight years with 
that hand. While the writer was talking 
to her and telling her to work her arm 
her finger came loose and she put her 
hand to her head, something she had not 
done in eight years. If you doubt this, 
write Brother W. V. Johnson, of Bald 
Knob, Ark., Rt. 1. I could just keep tell- 
ing of the wonderful things that the Lord 
is doing but space won’t permit me. If 
you will send your handkerchiefs believ- 
ing and clean up from your habits God 
can heal you. I will mention one more 
marvelous case of healing here in Ar- 
kansas. 

A sister by the name of Landers as 
best I can remember, from Bald Knob 
or Velvet Ridge, came to Forrest City, 
Ark. a year ago this past March for pray- 
er for a cancer on her breast. The doctor 
had taken her breast off and the cancer 
had broken out in another place about 
one inch or more above the operation.

JESUS BLESSES LITTLE CHILDREN 


Matt. 19:13-15; Luke 18.15-17. 

V. 13. “And they brought young chil- 
dren to him.” It is noteworthy that this 
touching incident, both here and in Matt. 
19:13 where discourse of the marriage 
bond was under consideration, immediately 
follows. It would seem that God who had 
originated companionship especially long- 
ed for children to enjoy His spiritual bless- 
ings. “That he should touch them.” Matt. 
19:13 has it “that he should lay hands up- 
on them and pray.” Nothing could here be 
meant but the invoking of divine guidance 
and blessing upon them through life. “Dis- 
ciples rebuked them * * *” thinking that 
perhaps Jesus was too busy instructing 
those who were of full age. 

V. 14. “He was much displeased,” liter- 
ally he was moved with indignation. He 
was interested that children might share 
His blessings in youth, that being guided 
and trained they might be protected from 
sin. “Suffer the children to come unto 
me.” Though busy with others He had time 
for children. “Of such is the kingdom of 
God.” There can be no vileness attributed 
unto a child that has not wilfully exercised 
its own mind in committing sin. The death 
of Christ to make men innocent, here pro- 
tects those who are innocent. 

V. 15. “Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he shali 
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not enter therein.” The innocence and 
affection of a little child is here meant as 
the essentials to enter the kingdom of God. 

V. 16. “He * * * put his hands upon 
them, and blessed them.” It was through 
the blessing and benediction of Christ that 
all men might enter into the kingdom of 
God. Was He not in order then when 
He invoked His benediction upon little 
children? 


THE RICH YOUNG RULER 
Matt. 19:16-30; Luke 18:18-30 
Cf. Luke 10:25 

V. 17. “Kneeled to him, and asked him, 
Good Master, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life?” He showed zeal by 
running. He showed reverence by kneeling 
unto Him. He wanted advice from the 
Great Teacher, and he wanted this counsel 
in great interest to himself. “Good Master.” 
This would be the ordinary and courteous 
manner of addressing one supposed to be 
a teacher in order to receive his attention. 
“What shall I do that I may inherit eter- 
nal life?” Tradition quotes him as saying, 
“Rabbi, I know thee to be good, both as a 
man aid as a teacher, and as a prophet, 
well able to teach me perfectly those 
things which are really good, and which 
lead to blessedness hereafter. Tell me, 
therefore, what shall I do?” Matt. 19:17 
says, “What good things shall I do tat I 
may inherit eternal life?” 

V. 18. “Why callest thou me good”? It 
is possible that the “young man” address- 
ed Jesus as “good Master” in a convention- 
al manner of politeness, which needed 


some more emphasis to purify the light- 
ness of the expression. Therefore, Jesus 
questions, “Why callest thou me good?” 


and points unto the highest order and 
source of all “good” which is God. Jesus 
had no room for mere conventionalism of 
titles. 

V. 19. “Thou knowest the command- 
ments.” Jesus now called “good Master” 
purposes to persue the source of all “good- 
ness” back unto God through the com- 
mandments given by Him to promote 
“good” among men. See Ex. 20:1-17; Matt. 
19: 18-19, 

V. 20. “Master, all these have I observed 
from my youth.” Though having done this, 
the “young man” by his inquiry has ad- 
mitted the need of something else, and lest 
the formalism of merely keeping the law 
should distract from the law of divine love, 
Jesus takes advantage of his shallown-ss 
and lack of sincerity. 

V. 21. “One thing thou lackest,” is the 
forthcoming answer from Jesus as He he- 
held and loved him. The narrative follow- 
ed here is in direct answer to the yuestion 
“What lack I yet?” “If tnou wilt be per- 
fect.” Jesus sought to reveal this young 
man unto himself. The poor that need help 
he had neglected. “Love thy neighbor as 
thyself” had not been well kept as a com- 
mandment. His affection set upon riches 
must be emptied to fit him into the Mes- 
siah’s kingdom of love and service. This 
stumblingblock stood in his way. 

V. 22. “Went away grieved.” The origin- 
al gives that, “his countenance fell at the 
word” which became as rendered in Matt. 
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16:3, “lowering,” “frowning sky.” Went 
away sorrowfui.” The true riches of Christ, 
the unsullied glory of the redeemed sain‘s, 
a place in the Messiuh’s kingdom was not 
enough. 


WARNING AGAINST RICHES 


V. 23. “How hardly shall they that have 
riches enter into the kingdom of God!” 
This answer Jesus makes with an expres- 
sion of sadness and disappointment. The 
love for riches tempt men to heap them 
up, whether lawfully or unlawfully. The 
soul possessing riches is bound to the earth, 
rendering it less likely to think of heaven. 
“Poverty and contempt for riches often 
open the door of heaven which wealth and 
covetousness close.” 


V. 24. “Disciples were astonished.” This 
new doctrine was strange to them, they 
had been accustomed to think little of the 
dangers and much of the advantages cf 
wealth. Second answer—“How hard it is 
for them that trust in riches to enter into 
the kingdom of God.” He here used the 
word “children” perhaps to soften the ex- 
pression. The Sinaitic and the Vatican 
manuscript omit “for them that trust in 
riches,” leaving it to read, “How hard is 
it to enter into the kingdom of God.” The 
hardness would be rendered especially 
hard by trusting in uncertain riches. 


V. 25. “It is easier for a camel 
through the eye of a needle,” a_ strong 
proverbial expression to represent any- 
thing that is very difficult to do. Dr. John 
Lightfoot, in his Hebrew exercitations en 
St. Matthew’s Gospel (vol. 2; page 219), 
quotes instances from rabbinical writings 
of a very similar phrase intending to rep- 
resent something that is impossible. For 
example, he quotes one Rabbi disputing 
with another, who says, “Perhaps thou art 
one of those who can make an elephant 
pass through the eye of a needle; that is, 
who speak things that are impossible.” St. 
Jerome says, “It is not the absolute impos- 
sibility of the thing which is set forth, but 
the infrequency of it.” 

V. 26. “And they were astonished out 
of measure, saying among themselves, Who 
then can be saved”? 

V. 27. “Jesus looked upon them.” The 
verb implies “an earnest, intense looking 
upon them.” St. Chrysostum says that “he 
looked upon them in this way that he 
might mitigate and soothe the timid and 
anxious minds of his disciples.” “With men 
it is impossible.” It is as though our Lord 
said, “It is impossible for a rich man, em- 
barrassed and entangled with his wealth, 
by his own natural strength to obtain 
salvation; because this is a supernatural 
blessing, which we cannot obtain without 
the like supernatural aid of grace. But 
with God all things are possible, because 
God is the Author and Source; as of na- 
ture, so also of grace and glory. And. He. 
enables us, by His grace, to triumph.over 
all difficulties and hindrances of nature, 
so that rich men shall not be hindered ty 
their riches, but by their being faithful 
in the unrighteous mammon, shall make 
it the means of their being received unto 
“the eternal tabernacle.” 


to go 
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Prosperity Jn Palestine 


UST when it seemed as if ever-elusive 

prosperity had disappeared from the 
tace of the earth, news comes that Pales- 
tine, the cradle of the great world re- 
ligions, and the center of Biblical proph- 
ecy, is enjoying a boom all its own. 

Palestine is almost infiniiesimal on a 
world map, its area being about equal to 
that of the State of Vermont, with a 
population of only 1,800,000. Of these, 
200,000 are Jews, the remainder Arabs. 
But it is experiencing all the thrills of a 
virgin field, with capiial for development 
rapidly flowing in. 

Agriculture is being expanded. A new 
harbor is being dredged to bring the oil 
deposits of Iraq to the wovld. The exten- 
sive potash deposits in and around the 
Dead Sea are being opened up. During 
the past year, the settlers in Palestine 
reaped their greatest rewards for their 
pioneer tilling of Palestine’s barren svil 
during the previous decade. The intense- 
ly developed farms on the Mediterranean 
coast produced bumper grain crops; the 
plains of Sharon and Enek inland return- 
ed record harvests of dates, figs, olives, 
and fruits. 

Tel-Aviv, the principal Jewish settle- 
ment in the protectorate to which Great 
Britain has given a degree of self-auton- 
omy, is a thriving city of 50,000, with 
public buildings and architecture laid 


out on American lines. The Biblical city 
of Jaffa is a buzzing port that would do 
credit to the west coast of the Atlantic. 
It is destined, however, to be succeeded 
by Haifa, where the facilities of a more 
natural harbor are being perfected. The 
ancient city of Jerusalem itself is slowly 
but surely responding to modern influ- 
ences. 


A contributing factor to Palestine’s 
prosperous era is the growing amity be- 
tween Jewish and Arab factions, and the 
absence of rioting over the past three 
years. The Arabs are more and more ac- 
cepting employment in the upbuilding of 
the land, and are taking their places in 
the outskirts of the Jewish cities. Cultur- 
al life grows apace. Tel Aviv’s news- 
papers are edited in accordance’ with 
American ideas. And the Hebrew Univer- 
sity near Jerusalem has won world recog- 
nition. 

To the student of prophecy this is all 
very interesting. Israel is being restored; 
the tabernacle of David which has fallen 
down is being rebuilt. Before our very 
eyes we can see fulfilled the words of 
Amos, “And I will plant them (Israel) 
upon their land, and they shall no more 
be pulled up out of their land which I 
have given them, saith the Lord thy 
God.”—D. J. F., in The Alliance Weekly. 





‘Bible Printed in Strange “Gongues 


OUR new languages were added by 
F the New Yors Bible Society to its 
list of unusual tongues and dialects in 
which the Bible is cireulated,.making the 
total number of foreign languages in 
which the Bible was distributed in the 
city and harbor of New York last year 
seventy-nine. The four additions were 
African, Xosa, Goanese and Seneca. 

The most interesting of these is that 
of Goanese or Konkani. This was obtain- 
ed by the society at the request of its 
waterfront workers, who distribute the 
Scriptures to seamen on vessels and 
crafts along the New York waterfront. 
These workers discovered groups of In- 
dian coolies speaking Goanese on freight 
steamers that dock regularly in the East 
River. Goanese, a hybrid language made 
up of Portuguese and the native lan- 
guage, is spoken by a large class of na- 
tives on the southwestern coast of India, 
where a colony of Portuguese navigators 
settled hundreds of years ago. 

The request for the Bible in Xosa was 
made -by the niece of a South African 
tribe chief who came to get her Master’s 
degree at Columbia University. The re- 
quest for Seneca came from an American 
Indian of that tribe who formerly lived 
in Northern New York State. The Bible 
in Tonga was supplied last year at the 
request of a South African chieftain’s 
daughter, who was a student in New 
York. The request for Broad Scotch came 
originally from a negro in Harlem whose 


family had emigrated from the West In- 
dies to Scotland when he was a boy. 

In his report to the annual meeting of 
the scciety last month Dr. Robinson, gen- 
eral secretary, stated that hundreds of 
letters from correspondents and reports 
from agents showed conclusively the in- 
creasing dependence upon the Bible dur- 
ing this most trying year of financial de- 
pression. 


During the society’s 125 years of exist- 
ence, a total of 18,177,452 volumes have 
been given out. In 1932 the total number 
of volumes of the Scriptures distributed 
was 802,363.—Southern Churchman.
